Leonid BREZHNEV: 

Practical steps needed to curb arms race 


1 fully share your anxiety 
over the growing nuclear 
danger and together with you 
I strongly denounce the mad 
ideas that the use of nuclear 
weapons Is admissible, be it 
oven for "limited'' purposes. 
Only naive people far removed 
from reality can hope that the 
flames of thermonuclear catast- 
rophe will not engulf their 
homes however f&r they may 
aland from the source of con- 
flagration. U u the duty of 
everyone who cherishes the 
future of life on our planet (o 
contribute towards removing the 
threat ol nuclear war and to- 
wards finding a way to 
strengthen peace. Thus reads 
Leonid Brezhnev’s reply to 
Japanese wrlters—lhe authors of 
appeal against nuclear war. 

The Soviet Union has never 
been the Initiator or tha arms 
race. We were not the first to 
develop nuclear weapons. On the 
contrary, the Soviet Union is 
tireless in advancing concrete 
and renlii-Hr proposals aimed al 


ending ihe arms race and at 
achieving disarmament. The So- 
viet Union Is prepared to elimi- 
nate Us nuclear arsenal, but na- 
turally, only If all the other 
states possessing nucleai weap- 
ons follow suit. 

Al the 36th session of the UN 
General Assembly, which closed 
recently, an overwhelming ma- 
jority of member-countries of 
this organization supported the 
Soviet Union's proposal that the 


first use of nuclear weapons be 
declared a heinous crime against 
humanity. They also voted In 
favour of the resolution, sub- 
mitted at the Soviet Union's In- 
itiative and banning the manu- 
facture of neutron weapons. 
There were some states, how- 
ever, among them Japan, whose 
governments opposed these hu- 
manitarian proposals.

Taking into account 
the fact that the United States 
and NATO rely moBtly on air 
and nsvnl power, while the 
USSR relies on land forces, the 
American proposal lo remove 
all ground-based missiles from 
Europe Es a poorly dlfigulped 
propaganda ploy which cannot 
bo taken seriously. The Soviet 
proposal, writes Lafoatalne, 
which embraces all nuclear de- 
livery systems whether Uioy be 
based In the sir, or on sea and 
land, as was the case with 
SALT shows a much more 
honest approach.

The hanging gardens of Se- 
iiilianiis prompted Armenian 
hortictrllurallsls to form an 
original hothouse design. 

The winter garden's central 
element is composed of an or- 
dinary chimney that Is part of 
a ceniral heating boiler, sur- 
rounded wllh many storeys of 
ruofed orchards. The design was 
suggested by a group of en- 
gineers at the scientific and 
production Amalgamation of the 
republic's local industries min- 
istry. 

Calculations revealed that 
every square . metre of the 30- 
melre-hlgh chimney radiates per 
hour 135,000. kilocalories which 
are normally wasted. This is 


enough lo heat a many-storeyed 
chimney-cenhed hothouse with 
an area of 4,000 square metres. 
The cost of growing winter 
vegetables would be reduced 
by 60 to 70 per cent, and also 
llie additional advantage Is seen 
In the eTfident use of land.

Leningrad and Vladivostok are separated i»y a d/s- 
janre ol 23,200 kilometres II one chooses to soil via (he 
Suez Canal or only by 14,280 kilometres 1! one opts lor 
ffta Arctic Sea Route . the GUDOK newspaper writes. 
It a ship lakes a more northernly route, there is an 
even greatet reduclton in distance. 

Yet there . are more Important aspects to the Arclla 
Sea Route lhan Its brevity. For many areas in Siberia 
and ffte Far fast the sea affords the so/e means of de- 
livering large consignments ol cargo. Railways and 
motorways are practically non-ex/sfenf along the Arctic 
coast which Is characterized by permafrost and endless 
marshes. Planes are unable to handle on ihelr own the 
vast amounts of cargo. In millions ol tonnes, which are 
required. The Siberian rivers are Important transport 
arteries, but they Bow only from north to south. There 
It thus a malar need lor latitudinal transportation. Na- 
vigation along the Arclla Sea Route is based on the 
use of Icebreakers which today are equipped with nu- 
clear-powered engines .

An engineer 
for the late 
20th century 

Our country has embarked on 
a course towards Intensifying 
Ihe economy. Au important role 
in this process will bo played 
by engineers. Academician 
Georg I NIKOLAYEV, Rector ol 
tbe Moscow Bauman Higher 
Technical School, describes ihe 
Iralulng ol engineers. 

The essential Ingredtenls that 
will form the □ pi i tildes of an 
engineer working In the late 
201 h cculury might be defined 
like Ibis — specialization but only 
on tho basis of broad lunde 
menial knowledge. This ap 
proach allures for floxlblllty In 
engineering I (linking and for 
ida plat Ion to new Ideas. 

Tho So viol higher school sys- 
tem Is establishing n variety ol 
courses giving engineers 
clianco to sludy additional spe- 
cializations. Recently, for ex- 
ample, tlie medical engineering 
Industry bus developed at a 
rapid pace. Advanced medical 
lr raiment requires the creation 
of complex and special Ized 
equipment- No technical higher 
school has so far produced en- 
gineers In this Held. Yet (lie 
necessary knowledge can bn ac- 
quired by an engineer attending 
a two-year part-time course. 

Ab a rule, such courses are al- 
Icnclcd by highly qualified en- 
gineers. Having gained the 
pierequlslte knowledge In phy- 
siology, anatomy, and biology, 
.111 engineer Is Issued a cerll- 
licale which ollictally allows 
him to work In medical en- 
gineering. Special training Is 
now avnliablo Lo all those who 
wish lo gain knowledge la 
laser technologies. After all, 
lasers are employed In thermal 
Irealment, welding and metal 
cutting, In surgical operations 
and In dozens of other areas. 

Education at training In Soviet 
higher schools fully Lakes Into 
account modern conditions. We 
seek to completely prepare a 
future engineer for w'ork In 
exacting situations. Apart from 
Improving the quality of leach- 
ing fundamental sciences, we 
are now Including a wider pro- 
gramme In humanities. Tech- 
nical education departments eel 
aside more lime for such sub- 
jects as his lory, philosophy and 
economics. One thing Is for sura 
lhal - lho 1 age of pure "techno- 
crats”,. Jb fist becoming a thing 
of Ihe pasi.

Embargo policy rejected 


All practically minded busi- 
nessmen and politicians In the 
West reject the US-sponsored 
attempts to cut trade and eco- 
nomic relations between the 
USSR and Wost Germany and to 
prevent the Implementation of 
their major project known as 
"pipes for gas 1 '. 

The agreement allowing for 
the delivery of Soviet natural 
gas to West Germany will go 
down in history as the East- 
West venture of the century, 
believes Franz Drei, an econom- 
ic expert from Dussetdorf, as U 
promotes trade on a greater scale 


between West Germany and the 
USSR. 

Peter -Michael Welrauch, a 
leader of Lubeck's industrial and 
trade association, classifies Cast- 
West trade as dynamic. 

Among "pipes for gaB 1 ' pro- 
ponents Is the noted West Ger- 
man politician, the Prime Min- 
ister of North Rhine-Westphalla, 
J. Rau, who declared that West 
German trade with tiia USSR 
and other socialist countries is 
a major factor for the FRG. Ad- 
dressing a meeting of the Man- 
nesmannrohren Wcrko person- 
nel, io Mulhclm (Ruhr), he said 


that Bits company's facilities bad 
worked for two years to fulfil 
Soviet orders. 

Karl-Helnz Volkor, a trade 
unionist from Essen, said that 
the agreements should not be 
violated. If this happened thn 
companies engaged In the "plpo* 
for gas” deal will spoil theh 
reputation, whereas credibility is 
an ossentlal factor In trado and 
it should not be sacrificed to 
favour the USA. In addition to 
such giants as Mannesmann 
there are many small companies 
involved In Hie agreement. To 
declare this deal invalid would 
mean unpredictable tonsequ 
cnees for such companies.
